ment to the rules governing selling | eri 


races will go into effect at the tracks 
next season. It was adopted by the 
Jockey Club yesterday and is intended 
to stop the abuses resulting from bid- 
ding up horses in selling races, some- 
thing said to be done fraudulently by 
trainers. It is also intended to end 
the practice of putting up in cheap 
selling races horses that are valued at 
a great deal more than the amount for 
which they are entered. 

The rule as amended provides that 
every horse running in a selling race 
shall, if he is a winner, be liable to 
be claimed for the selling price by 
the owner of any other horse, but if 
it is a condition of the race that the 
winner shall be sold at auction, the 
sale shall take place immediately aft- 
er the race. The surplus over the 


selling price is to be equally divided 
among all starters in the race.

Sixty days of talk by the Board of 


Trustees have resulted in raising the 
license for fortune tellers, palmists, 
astrologers and other “occult prac- 
titioners”’ from $5 a month to 3300 a 
year, which is calculated to be pro- 
hibitive. 

The tax of $10 per year for regular 
businesses has been left unchanged, 
but anyone not in the business here 
who wishes to solicit the finishing or 
retouching of pictures and so on can 
do so to the tune of $100 per year. 
The distribution of samples of medi- 
cine of any character whatsoever is 
“absolutely prohibited.” Even the 
water company comes in for a tax 
of $7 per month. The innumerable 
real estate agents wili enrich the city 
treasury at the rate of $10 per year. 

Licenses are payable weekly, month- 
ly and quarterly, strictly in advance. 
The City Clerk is to make out the 
bills and the Marshal will collect. If 
they are not paid within ten days a 
penalty of 10 per cent. of the whole 
amount ts to be added to the original 
sum and the delinquent then sued ac- 
cording to law. The extrgme penalty 
will then be administered, a fine of not 
leas than $300, or not less than ninety 
days in the new City Jail. These de- 
lightful little reminders will be ad- 
ministered for each day the violation 
continues.

The new ordinance designed to 
place jitbusses, trensfer autos and 
all for hire automobiles under juris 
diction of the Public Utilities Board 
will not be ready for consideration by 
the Council for several weeks and 
the amendment to be considered 
Monday is simply an emergency 
measure and its subject will be cov- 
ered fully in the new ordinance.* 

Owners of taxicabs and other for 
hire automobiles were informed by 
the Police Commission when they 
applied for their quarterly licenses 
last month that these bonds were 
required. Accordingly, most of them 
filed bonds. These were referred to 
the City Attorney and he refused to 
pass on them because he hdd no legal 
authority to do so. In the meantime 
they have been held by the City At- 
terney and auto drivers have been 
subject to arrest because they have 
no bonds filed, when in reality, their 
bonds have been in the hands of the 
City Attorney since January 1.

STATISTICS ON SLUGS. 


Complete reports on the jitney 
phone situation as requested by the 
City Council of the Public Utilities 
Board will likely be filed with the 
Council Monday and an effort will be 
made to bring about the passage of 
the ordinance making it a misde- 
meanor to feed siugs and spurious 
coin in the prepayment telephone 
boxes within the city limits. While 
the proposed ordinance was being 
considered by the Council it was de- 
cided to request the Utilities Board 
to report on the average receipts of 
prepayment telephones in va- 
rious sations, including drug stores, 
Cigar stores. groceries and saloons. 
This information has been gathered 
and, according to President Lane of 
the Utilities Board, it has been found

As a result of the troubles 
from unscrupulous bondsmen recent- 
ly, it is possible that the District At- 
torney’s office will in the future in- 
sist that any person arrested will be 
forced to remain in jall until such 
time as investigators can verify the 
truth of the bondamen’s statements re- 
garding ownership of property. in 
cases where fraudulent statements are 
encountered the proposed n 
will be prosecuted. 

In a number of cases now 
trial prisoners are at liberty on bonds 
givea irresponsible parties. Their 
action to be investigated by the 
grand jury and a number of indict- 
ments may result.
